RESOLUTIONS PASSED AT THE PENNSYLVA- 
NIA STATE CONFERENCE. 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God 
to permit us to assemble in this, our sev- 
enteenth annual convention, and to pour 
out upon us his Holy Spirit, and bless us 
during the year, teniporally and spirituat- 
ly, thus increasing our responsibílities 
and obligations, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we pledge anew our de- 
votion to the cause of Christ and labor 
for a higher spiritual life in and those 
about us. 

Resolved, That our thanks are due and 
hereby tendered to our friends in Johns- 
town outside of our fraternity, who so 
kindly aided us in theentertainment of the 
people outside of this convention, and al- 
so to the railroads for favors in rates and 
gootl extensíon of tinie for the Brethren 
to the convention, and to officers of both 
Sunday-school and church convention for 
faithful and eficient service. 

Resolved, That we recognize the Sun- 
day-school, Eing's Children Society, the 
S. S. C. E., and young peoplc's societies 
as valuable auxiliaries to the church. 

AVWrr(/,That practical Sunday school 
work requires being in touch with God and 
the Holy Spirit on the part of the teach- 
ers and they putting themselves in touch 
with the taught and for this will we labor. 

Resolved, That we ileem denominational 
church literaturi as a means of grace, and 
therefore every member should be a read- 
er of the Brethren Evangeust and aim 
to cnlarge the scope of our Sunday-school 
literature and doctrinal tracts. 

Resolved, That the needs of isolatcd 
churches among the Brethren are a loud 
call to all of us to a sense of duty and es- 
pecíally to young men and women, to pre- 
pare for and consecrate themselves to the 
Christian ministry. 

Resolved, That ministerial responsibili- 
ty requires every ordained minister togive 
all available time to the service of God, 
if he would receive the approval of heav- 
en, the church and his conscience. 

Resolved, 'l'h at the cause of in tem per 
ance in our land calls lotidly to every 
child of God, to arouse to a sense ofduty 
and demands our prayers, our money, 
our voices, and our votes, in favor of 
men and organizations whu will aid in the^ 
destruction of the liquor trarne. 


Resolved, That pastoral visits are an 
important factor to success, both for en- 
larging the borders of Zion, and develop- 
ing spiritual life. 

Resolved, That failure of pastors to make 
out Parochial reports is a serious loss to 
the church al large, and an evidence of 
neglect on their part and demands cen- 
sure. 

Resolved, That the demands of the mis- 
sion cause are among the first, and that 
we pledge a greater sacrifice in thé future 
to this end, than we have in the past, and 
that we will endeavor to fan the fire in our 
homes and congregations to this end, and 
organize self-denial bands in our church- 
es. 

Resolved, That we will do all in our pow- 
er to have each local organization raise 
the amount of their apportionment, and 
to this end recomraend a day for Ashland 
University, when the earnings or íncome 
for said day will be appropriated for said 
purpose. 

And inasmuch as the past three days ■ 
have again demonstrated to us the char- 
acteristical hospitality of the Johnstown 
church in their Christian goodness and 
most loving kindness in caring for us, in 
providing us with everything temporal 
and spiritual, that we could desi re, it is 
hereby 

Resolved, That the eighth annual con- 
ference of theBrethren church of Pennsyl- 
vania, tender to the good brethren and 
sisters of Johnstown, our heartfelt thanks 
and gratitude for their loving kindness, 
and ask the blessing of heaven on pastor 
and people, and further that the thanks of 
the conference is hereby tendered the 
choir from the Brethren church in Pitts- 
burg, in connection with the choir of the 
Brethren church of Johnstown, forthe ex- 
cel•lent músic rendered and for their faith- 
ful services and attendance during the 
sessions of this conference.
